  25   SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 
  26  MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

   3   (c) (1) [The] EXCEPT AS PROVIDED IN § 6-107.1 OF THIS ARTICLE, THE State 
   4  Board shall adopt bylaws, rules, and regulations for the administration of the public 
   5  schools. 
 
   6    (2) These bylaws, rules, and regulations have the force of law when 
   7  adopted and published. 
 
   8    (3) The bylaws, rules, and regulations apply to each county. However, 
   9  they do not apply to Baltimore City to the extent that they relate to matters that are 
  10  the subject of other provisions of this article that do not apply to Baltimore City.

  12   (A) IN THIS SECTION, "MEMBER SCHOOLS" MEANS PUBLIC SCHOOLS THAT 
  13  ARE MEMBERS OF THE MARYLAND PUBLIC SECONDARY SCHOOLS ATHLETIC 
  14  ASSOCIATION. 
 
  15   (B) MEMBER SCHOOLS SHALL COMPLY WITH THE PROVISIONS OF THIS 
  16  SECTION FOR HIRING COACHING PERSONNEL. 
 
  17   (C) MEMBER SCHOOLS SHALL EMPLOY, ON A PRIORITY BASIS AND AS 
  18  COACHES ONLY, TEACHERS OR CERTIFICATED PROFESSIONAL EDUCATOR 
  19  EMPLOYEES OF THE COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION FOR A SPECIFIC COACHING 
  20  ASSIGNMENT. 
 
  21   (D) (1) IF A TEACHER OR A CERTIFICATED PROFESSIONAL EDUCATOR 
  22  EMPLOYEE OF THE COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION IS NOT QUALIFIED OR NOT 
  23  AVAILABLE, A NONCERTIFICATED EMPLOYEE OF THE COUNTY BOARD MAY BE 
  24  EMPLOYED FOR A COACHING POSITION. 
 
  25    (2) THE TERMS GOVERNING EMPLOYMENT, PAYMENT, AND 
  26  EVALUATION WITH JUST CAUSE OF NONCERTIFICATED EMPLOYEES HIRED FOR A 
  27  COACHING POSITION SHALL BE ADDRESSED BY THE COUNTY BOARD OF EDUCATION 
  28  AND WITHIN EMPLOYEE CONTRACTS. 
 
  29   (E) USING THE PROCEDURES SET FORTH IN COMAR 13A.06.03.04B(2), MEMBER 
  30  SCHOOLS MAY EMPLOY TEMPORARY EMERGENCY COACHES IF NO ACCEPTABLE AND 
  31  QUALIFIED COACHES ARE AVAILABLE FROM THE FOLLOWING PERSONNEL 
  32  EMPLOYED BY THE COUNTY BOARD: 
 
  33    (1) TEACHERS; 
 
  34    (2) CERTIFIABLE PROFESSIONAL EDUCATOR TEACHERS; OR 
 
  35    (3) NONCERTIFIABLE FULL-TIME EMPLOYEES. 
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   1   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
